Turkish Commanders Shot 
Down Troops in Effort to 
Stem Panic 


Sofia. Oct. II.—The Bulgarian army 
haa completely routed the main. Turk- 
iah army under Naalm Pasha. The 
Turk* fled In diaorder, leaving many 
killed and wounded on the field. 

The battle, which la regarded aa the 
moat Important engagement alnce the 
beginning of the war. lasted three 
entire days. It •*xt*nded along the line 
from Lule-Burgas eaatward to Serai. 
The Turkish front was over thirty-one 
miles long. 

The Ottoman troops retreated to 
Tchortu, about 11 miles north of the 
position from which they were driven 
by the Bulgarians^ 

The town of Tchortu. where the 
Turks are expected to make another 
staiyl, occupies an Important position 
on Hie main road, and on the railway 
between Constantinople and Adrian- 
ople at the point where the mad Irons 
the port of Itodoato Joins. Unless the 
Turks hold this place they will be un¬ 
able to bring any more troops from 
Asia Minor by way of Kodosto. 

Bombarding Bulgarians. 

Constantinople, Oct. 11.—It Is rumor¬ 
ed here that the Bulgarian troops are 
being bombarded by a Turkish squad¬ 
ron on (he Black Sea mast, and that 
under cover of the tiring a body of 
Turkish troops had been landed. 

Cavalry in Pursuit. 

London. Oct. 11.—The Bulgarian army 
completely defeated a Turkish farce 
estimated at 100,000 men. at Lule-Bur¬ 
gas. after three days' terrific fighting, 
according to a news agency dispatch 
fr»m Sofia. The Bulgarian cavalry is 
pursuing the retreating Turks. 

The Turkish army, after Its defeat at 
Lule-Hufgaa. retreated toward Tchal- 
alja. 

Adrlanople Is completely hemmed In 
by the Bulgarian troops. 

The eastern wing of the Turkish army 
at Visa was able to maintain Its 
ground at the first engagement with 
the Bulgarian troops, but could gain 
no success, says a Sofia dispatch. In 
consequence of the occupation of Lule- 
Burgas the eastern wing of the Turks 
was withdrawn to fr-ral and Istrandla, 
so that the battle front, which yester¬ 
day extended from Lulr-Burga* to 
Visa, now lies across Tchortu. 8eii and 
Iatrandla. 

Thirty thousand Turkish troops, ac¬ 
cording to Information from Turkish 
so times, have effected a landing on the 
Black Sea coast. They will attack the 
Bulgarians In the flank and rear. 

Besiegers Reinforced. 

The Sofia correspondent of the Times 
says It may be conceded that severe 
fighting ha* occurred around Adrian- 
ople. The besieging forces have been 
reinforced by two regiments numbering 
8,090 men. More than 2.000 wounded 
bsv» already arrived there. Including 
100 Turks with several Turkish officers. 

Forty thousand Bulgarians left Sofla 
last night for the frontier In civilian 
clothing and unarmed. They will later 
be supplied with rifles taken from the 
Turks and used as reservists. 

According to trustworthy informa¬ 
tion. a plot has been discovered at 
Beirut to assassinate the leading Buro- 
rean residents. In response to the ap¬ 
peal of the FYench consul there, a 
French warship Is now cruising ia 
Syrian waters.

•Constantinople. Oct. SI.—By Wire¬ 
less from Kustendje, Roumaula — 
Threo hundred Turkish officers and 
men have been executed In connection 
with the panic among the Turkish 
troops at the taking of Klrk-Kltlsseh 
by the Bulgarians. 

According to refugees from Klrk- 
Klllsseh city, troops there were com¬ 
posed almost entirely of reservists, 
under-officered. Ilf-trained and badly 
fed. Several of the regiments at the 
time of the fighting had been without 
rations for forty-eight hours. 

A night attack on the Bulgarian ad¬ 
vance guard was ordered by the Turk¬ 
ish commander, but the energetic de¬ 
fence offored by the Bulgarians dis¬ 
concerted the Turkish tropps and a 
panic set In. 

The troops dispersed, abandoning 
In their flight their guns, rifles and 
ammunition. 

Mahmoud Mukhtar Pasha tried to 
stem the panic by shooting several 
fleeing soldiers with hla revolver. 
Prince Astx Pasha Joined In the flight 

After a consultation with Abdullah 
Pasha, the commander of the troops 
at Adrlanople. by telegraph. Mahmoud 
Mukhtar Pasha ordered a general re¬ 
treat. II Ural Pasha refused to Join In 
the retreat fearing it would end In a 
general rout With part of his divi¬ 
sion he took a position on the fortifi¬ 
cations to the northwest of Klrk-Kllta- 
*< h In order to cover the retreat of 
the rest of the army. 

Rome of his troops refused to stay 
with him. Milml Pasha shot a number 
of them down with his revolver. After 
that, by coolness and energy, he suc¬ 
ceeded In retiring with the greater 
part of his division. The other divi¬ 
sions of the Turkish army retreated to 
the greatest disorder. The main body 
retired toward Visa, where the divi¬ 
sions commanded by Fahrl Pasha and 
Djemal Pasha stopped the rout and 
restored some semblance of order. 

Fahrl Pasha held the Bulgarians 
temporarily In check and then re-cap¬ 
tured some of the guns they had taken 
from the Turks. Sunday order had 
been completely restored and they be¬ 
gan on the offensive. 

Within four days, four divisions of 
Turkish troops have been dispatched 
from Constantinople in the direction 
of Klrk-Klllaseh. while others have 
teen ordered to proceed by land and 

Nasim Pasha sent a telegram under 
Monday's date to the war department 
reading as follows: 

. “The Adrlanople army made a sortie 
to th 3 west In the direction of Maras, 
where It found a Bulgarian force, 
compelling it to retreat The Bul¬ 
garians dispersed to Kemaleukuet and 
fieralkeul.”
